EFFECTS 
OF ENVIRONMENT ON IMMIGRANTS. 


In its recent report the Immigration Bureau is moved to remark that 


foreign peoples coming here are quickly assimilated to the American type, 


even the physical features chnnging under the new conditions. 


The change that takes place, we believe, is mainly one of temperament. 


The old world peoples coming here get caught in the swirl, the rush and 


the bustle. They have to live by the sound of the bell and move at a pace 
suoh as was never attempted by their parents. 


In the course of time their vital temperament is 
changed 
for 
the 


muscular or the nervous. Under such conditions the offspring of each suc- 
ceeding generation will become weaker, slimmer, rnoro cultured it may be, 
but inferior in physical strength. This is the usual result when people"who 
have lived an easy, quiet life change for one of turmoil, struggle and 
excitement. 


If the Immigration Bureau imagines that the European peoples coming 


here undergo any more fundamental change, or that by environment tho 
form of the skull is changed, it is very much mistaken. Modes of life have 
their effect upon the physical constitution nnd modes of thought or long 
and persistent mental wort, may enlarge the lobes of the brain and thus in 
a slight degree affect (he shape of the skull hut these changes are not 
confined to foreign peoples coming to our shores. 


THE 
LAWS THAT 
REGULATE PRICES. 


It seems that in trying lo divine the causes of such extremely high

GIRL NOT KNOWN 


Who Attempted Suicide 


in Norfolk, Va. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 20.—Two eld- 


erly spinster sisters, Frances and Isa- 
bel Hitchie, were found dead yesterday 
in the kitchen of their home here. 


Frances was found dead on the floor, 


while the body of the sister dangled 
from a piece of clothesline made fast 
obove a door leading from Hie dining 
room to the kltclien. The first indica- 
tions were that Frances died from nat- 
ural causes and that Isabel hanged 
herselt in a paroxysm of grief. 
This 


. theory was dispelled when a small box 
was found in the dining room on the 
cover of whicli had been written these 
words: 


'•Frances hung herself at 2 1-2 Sat. 


.. Me.too."_ 


This led to the belief that the two old 


women carried out a mutual agreement 
to kill themselves, 
Frances 
hanging 


herself first and her body being 
cut 


down by her sister. But further inves- 
tigation brought to light a much more 
gruesome 
detail. 
Underneath 
her 


clothing and sticking in the breast of 
Frances was a hatpin, buried up to its 
head in'her body. 
The pin had been 


driven close to the heart to. a depth of 
about four inches. Similar wounds but 
of not such a serious nature were found 
on the other body, which leads to the 
belief "that the sisters may have quar- 
reled and fought. Whether Frances de- 
liberately hanged her sister, then killed 
herself with a hatpin, or whether the 
sister found hanging stabbed the other 
and then ended her life, will perhaps 
never be known. 
The hands of the 


body on the floor were carefully crossed 
and the head rested on a sofa cushion. 


There is a possibility that both were 


murdered, but 
the house shows no 


traces o£ having 
been 
entered 
by 


strangers. The women had lived alone 
since the death of their mother more 
than fifteen years ago, with a large dog 
as their sole companion. Recently the 
dog died and since that time the women 
had been despondent. 


The owner of the house which they 


occupied having been unuble to gain 
admittance since Tuesday last, notified 
a policeman, who forced entrance. The 
women were last seen alive on Satur- 
day.

The new law will cut off the 


sale of cannon crackers, blank cartridges, toy cannon and giant torpedoes 


that have proved so fatal in the hands of celebrators, especially people who 


do not understand their use. To stop tha sale of these will greatly reduce 
the number of serious accidents and will direct attention more strongly to 


the real celebrations on which there is no restriction. The safety and suc- 
cess of these can be increased by the absence of the dangerous explosives 
in the hands of the younger element. Boston thus sets an example that 
should be followed by other cities. 


THE COCAINE HABIT. 


Dr. Wiley, the pure food champion of Washington, sounds a note of 


alarm in reference to the enle of cocaine. He says the use of the drug is 


such a menace to the public health that unless it be better regulated, he will 


advocate a law stopping the sale of the drug altogether. 
That would be a 


serious step, but it would bo preferable to allowing the use of the drug to be 


carried to an extreme that will increase the inmates of jails, sanitariums 
and nisane asylums. The drug is of great value in medicine and surgery, 
but its improper use is so dangerous as to call for strict regulation. Dr. 
Wiley renders a service to the nation in calling attention to this growing evil.

EFFECTS 
OF ENVIRONMENT 
ON 
IMMIGRANTS. 


In its recent report the Immigration Bureau is moved to remark that 


foreign peoples coming here are quickly assimilated to the American type, 


even the physical features changing under the new conditions. 


The change that takes place, we believe, is mainly one of temperament. 


The old world peoples coming here got caught in the swirl, tho rush and 


the bustle. They have to live by tho sound of tho bell and move at a pace, 


such as was never attempted by their parents. 


In the course of time their vital temperament is 
changed 
for 
the 


muscular or the nervous. Under such.conditions the offspring of each suc- 
ceeding generation will become weaker, slimmer, more cultured it may be, 
but inferior in physical stren<rth. This is the usual result when people who 
have lived an easy, quiet life change for one of turmoil, struggle and 
excitement. 


If the Immigration Bureau imagines that the European peoples coming 


here undergo any more fundamental change, or that by environment the 
form of the skull is changed, it is very much mistaken. Modes of life have 
their effect upon the physical constitution and modes of thought or long 
and persistent nipnl.,! work, may enlarge the Johns of the brain and thus in 
a slight degree nffoct the shapG of the skull, but these changes are not 
confined to foreign peoples coming lo our phorn.s.

prices in this^counrry. far too little responsibility is placed upon the trusts 
nnd speculative combines. 


When it is found Hint under a tnriff that affords absolute protection 


against foreipn competition, tho trusts enn easily throttle domestic com- 


petition so (hat they have for all praotinnl purposes nn absolute monopoly 


in their product, we ,<nn see how easily they onu rniso prices and insist upon 


a price that is wholly disproporlioncd to tho intrinsic value of tho com- 
modity sold. 


This is shown in tho fact thni trusts cnn send their products to other 


countries nnd sell them very much less than they foil them at tho doors of 
flic factory in this country. 


England gets her supply of wheat mainly from America, but bread 


costs from three to four times as much in this country as in England. This 
fact caused a British official to express his surprise in Chicago n few weeks 
ngo. 
In England there is open competition with all the world in nil com- 


modities nnd tho cost of living is regulated by the laws 
of 
supply nnd 


deirinnd. Horn wo have what might be called "protection gone mad," nnd we

This lea to the belief that the two old 


women carried out a mutual agreement 
to kill themselves, Frances 
hanging 


herself first and her body being cut 
down by her sister. But further inves- 
tigation brought to light a much more 
gruesome 
detail. 
Underneath 
her 


clothing and sticking in the breast of 
Frances was a hatpin, burled up to its 
head In'her body. The pin had been 
driven close to the heart to a depth ot 
about four inches. Similar wounds bul 
of not such a serious nature were fount: 
on 'the other body, which leads to the 
belief that the sisters may have quar- 
reled and fought. Whether Frances de- 
liberately hanged her sister, then kilkd 
herself with a hatpin, or whether the 
sister found hanging stabbed the other 
and then ended her life, will perhaps 
never be known.

B. Smith, the city bacteriologist, how- 
ever. oxamlned tho culture and found it 
positive. The records were then looked 
up and it wns found 
that tiit same 


party had diphtheria three years ago. 
Second attacks of diphtheria are so rare 
that it has always been the popular im- 
pression that the person who lias once 
been attacked is immune ever after- 
ward.
